h-3 ^ SUbjCCt mattCrS of claims *> 2 and 7 do not a PP ear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 

Document 1 discloses a solid lubricant which contains a polyethylene resin, a hydrocarbon-based wax 
and a lubricating ingredient and is embedded in a hole or a groove formed in a sliding surface of the substrate of 
a sliding member. Since melamine cyanurate is commonly known as a lubricating ingredient of solid lubricant 
as stated in documents 2 and 3, there would be no particular difficulty in adopting it as the above-mentioned 
[lubricating ingredient of document 1. 

i !n the above documents, it is mentioned that the one specified in claim 2 is used as a hydrocarbon-based 
wax, and a sliding member using the above solid lubricant is also shown. 

|B. Claims 3-7 

The subject matters of claims 3-7 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-6 
Documents 4-6 describe that the additional ingredients specified in claims 3-6 are added to the solid lubricant. 
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
